Production is the base of the whole social 
fabric. The man with the hoe is the mainspring 
of the whole scheme of human _ organization. 
Everything goes back to him, aad if he went 
on strike the whole world would he starving in 
a week. 

By the logic of inescapable condition, he is 
compelled to shoulder every . burden—govern- 
ments, pensioners, placemen, 
idlers, criminals, politicians and even editors, 
teachers and preachers, 

It is an honest delusion that the producer will 
be benefited by levying a high income tax. Since 
the producer must furnish the income, he must 
likewise pay the tax. Like the tariff, the in- 
come tax will be added to interest, rents and 
profits, and it is up to the man with the hoe 
to foot the whole bill—furnish the whole caboodle 
with provender and garments, with golf sticks, 
automobiles and fancy corsets thrown in He 
cannot be recompensed with guff. Sympathy will 


armies, navies, 


not lighten his load, nor loosen the binding cord , 


of circumstances. In the last analysis, the cost 
of everything comes out of the product of his 
labor. But— 

The producer is entitled to a just and equitable 
share of what he produces, and that is what 
we are trying as best we can in our bumble way 
to get for him, while admitting that he must pull 
the load up hill, and also contending that brains 


and capital are likewise entitled to a just re- 
muneration, although not strictly speaking pro- 
ducers. 

We parasites have to be fed, for, as Senator 
Hiram Johnson once said, ‘a man must eat,” 
but that is no reason that the farmer should 
feed us on petit foi gras, truffles, boiled lobster, 


cafe noir and champagne, while subsisting on 


corn bread and sow belly himself. Because in 
the scheme of ethics, commerce and civilization 
it is neessary to take away from the producer 
a part of what he produces seems not to be a 
good reason for taking nearly all away, or even 
the lion's share. Because, in the interest of 
science or anything else, it may become neces- 


sary occasionally to break a man’s leg, does not 
seem to be sound reasoning for also breaking 
his back and his neck. So, if a man makes a 
hundred millions in one year, over and above 
what his real needs require, and the government 
stepped in and took that haundred millions away 
from him—-ALL OF IT—he would not be quite 
so keen to grab every dollar in sight next year. 

You will say this would curb industry and 
effort So it would, but industry had better be 
curbed a bit than that the people be continually 
robbed and plundered as they are being now, by 
men who pile up hundreds of millions of un- 
earned and unneeded money while the masses 
struggle for a bare meal ticket, and as for effort, 
there is a whole lot of effort that needs curbing 
mighty bad, and this kind of effort is in that 
class. 


REAL MEN ARE NEEDED NOW 


There never was a time in the history of our 
beloved country when real men were needed s0 
bad as right now. By this is not meant men 
who can make a corporation pay 10,000 per 
cent upon watered stock, but men of broad and 
Itberal minds, built on broad, big and ged-like 
Plans, and of the sterling manhood which God 
tMmtended man should have. 

Such men are scarce—hence the demand. The 
man built along these lines has greater opportu- 
nities today than ever offered before. People 
have to have leaders, for the people taken as a 
whole are much like o flock of sheep—they fol- 
low the bell wether. 

This is an age of Big Business, and of money- 
getting, and men have been and are being de- 
veloped along those lines only. It is the man 
not only of big brain but big understanding of 
the people and of big heart and soul that is 


needed And such a man can climb to any 
heights he may desire, get riches, fame, power, 
and, better than all, the love and respect of 


humanity—his fellow man 

Such men must, and do, realize that the wel- 
fare of the people and the welfare of the country 
is first, and that the almighty dollar and 
schemes and plans for personal aggrandizement 
should and must be made secondary. Such men 
must realize that the obtaining of a hundred 


million dollars, or several hundred millions, is 
not and should not be the chief aim in life; that 
to leave behind a monument of enduring love 
in the hearts and minds of his countrymen is 
far better than sordid gold far in excess of needs, 
to die and leave behind for heirs and lawyers 
to fight and scramble over, and to damn the 
leaver for not leaving it different. 

The time is here now when men should come 
to realize and to appreciate that after they have 
amassed a sufficient competency for themselves 
and those dependent upon them, that then their 
lives and their best efforts, their minds, hearts 
and abilities should be given to their country 
and the upbuilding and betterment of all man- 
kind 

Get a reasonable competency, you men_ of 
big mind and big nature, and then turn your at- 
tention and your abilities to the promulgation 
of the doctrine of the Fatherhood of God and 
the Brotherhood of Man. 

In that lies true greatness and real manhood. 
The rest is but the froth and dross of life, and 
as fleeting as is life itself. 

We need less Pierpont Morgans and John 
Rockefellers, and more Abraham Lincolns.
